§2434 specifically states that, "Nucleotide sequences encoding the same protein are not 
considered to be independent and distinct and wilJ continue to be examined together," The cDNA 
sequence of SEQ BONO:! and the genomic sequence of SEQ ID NO: 5 both encode the amino 
acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:3. Accordingly, Applicants believe that SEQ ID NOS:l and 5 
should not be restricted apart.
